"The origin mid Significance of the 
Nationalist Movement" was the sub- 
ject chosen by Mr, 0. II. Uahan tor 
bis address in the Canadian Club ot 
McGill University at the Onion on 
Monday atterooou. Mr Caban took 
as his main |iip'int the well-known 
words of the President of tne United 
States, "Canada now stands at the 
parting of the ways," and around it 
weaved the lesson that he wished to 
teach. 

According to Mr. t'ahan the gnat 
problem facing Canada is her rela- 
tion to the Empire, lie held that on 
this issue the Parting of the ways hail 
not yet been reached, that there bad 
as yet been no cleavage of political 
opinion. Canada bad held the opin- 
ion that her best) way to serve the 
gnat Empire was to build up her 
railway and public works and main- 
tain her militia and defense against 
possible) aggression. Out of this 
growth of social and business inter- 
ests bad arisen a more definite Ca- 
nadian national life. 

In our recent elections we expressed 
our confidence in our future and the 
future of our institutions. We repu- 
diated the idea of allying ourselves 
with the great Republic to the south. 
Now we find ourselves with another 
problem of moment, our present sta- 
tus as a colony and our political re- 
lations with the big Empire of which 
wc form a part. Are we to develop 
an independent Canadian Nation, or 
preserve the ties that bind us to the 
rest of the British Empire ? 

We have to determine whether we 



will build up a navy for our own 
defense, or co-operate with the other 
sell governing units "f the Empire, 
and help inanition Uer supremacy and 
prestige, Should we choose the lat- 
ter course wc should insist upon a 
frank concession to f'an.idn of a su- 
preme control in Canadian matters, 
mid that wc should participate in 
control of imperial affairs m propor- 
tion to the cost m us of helping to 
safeguard the interests of the Um- 
pire. 

In view of the fact that supreme 
control was now vested in the Im- 
perial Parliament It will be impossi- 
ble for us to continue in the Empire 
unless represented in her Counsels. 
Mr. t'ahan believes that we Canadi- 
ans are quite ready for naval defense 
upon this understanding. 

He rather scouted the idea of a 
Plebiscite because he did not believe 
that the trend of public opinion in 
Canada wan favourable to the set- 
tlement of vital issues as the present 
one by such means. 

However, we are prepared, said Mr. 
Cahan to co-operate with the Empire 
oo a basis which oilers us equality 
of citizenship io the Empire., But we 
must be partners in controlling her 
destinies. The French-Canadian knew 
full well that the Chambre des Depu- 
tes invited representation to all col- 
onies of French. Canadians of what- 
ever race would rather work out their 
destinies within Imperial limits than 
without, but first we must ascertain 
through our own Parliament whether 
the British are willing to let us have 
our just share in regulating the af- 
fairs of our Empire.

R, is con- 
cerned, so that this railway should 
not be regarded as one id the ben. 
fits accruing from the Union,

land he believed it was singularly 
fortunate for that country that she 
huil consistently refused to become 
a part of Canad .

duces by the s, a. These Provinces 
were isolated and divided into fac- 
tions. The result of the Union was 
t,, perfect a bond of mutual sym- 
pathy ami harmony which has pre 
vailed to the present time. 

The peculiar advantages of the 
Maritime Provinces lay in their 
stretch of coast Une, their magnifi- 
cent h irbors, upon which the Dom- 
inion Government has been lavish 
in its expenditure. 

Notwithstanding what tad been 
said to the contrary, these provinces 
b id n rmnlly Incre s d their popula- 
tion, To day tl ere were six towns 
in these provinces each of which con- 
tain id mote th mi 211,11-0 m' al itants, 
all built Up Under Confederation.

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McGILL'S KHUCATIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS IN THE 
LAST WEST. 

Profitably the most unique phase of the educational work 
which McGill has been privileged to perform during the 
past quarter of a century is the stimulus she has given to 
advanced education in Western Canada, H is now some fif- 
teen years since McGill, from purely disinterested motives, 
took upon herself to provide the citizens of Canada's most 
Westerly Province with the oppartunity of equipping them- 
selves with n university education. 

The growth of the two colleges established at Vancouver 
and Victoria have been steady and vigorous. From a mere 
handful of students the colleges hive developed into full- 
fledged university establishments. A great deal of the credit 
for this is due to the enthusiastic and optimistic efforts of 
Dean Adams, Dean Moyse, Principal Petcrsi n and Dr. Tory. 

As a result of McGill contributing some of her best aca- 
demic and organizing talent to build up a nucleus of a 
great university, the Province of British Columbia naturally 
feels that she owes a debt of obligation which cannot be 
easily paid. Amongst Canadian Universities that draw stu- 
dents from the West, none outside of McGill con hope for a 
single minute to enjoy universal popularity and respect. 
The professional and technical classes ate, to a ureat ex 
tent, the monopoly of McGill graduates. Not that any undue 
favoritism is shown, hut merely because McGill graduates 
have shown themselves, time and agit n, to le eminently 
worthy of every trust ami responsibility. Then again, there 
seems to be a spirit of affinity between McGLl and the 
far West. This old centre of education, with its traditions 
of learning and intellectual triumphs Wflich hive lien e et- 
ished for almost a century, is not ob'iviois lo the Call if

that the movement which she had initiated was receiving 
the co-operation and adoption of no small number of her 
sister universities in the Dominion of Canada. 

It is not so very long ago that. McGill was noted for her 
musical organisations, In the days of the late George V. 
Cousines and his contemporaries, Including, of course, Hill 

Steedroan of football fame, we possessed a Glee Club and 
Orchestra which were universally recognized as the best on 
the Continent. Hub times have chanced and there is little 
doubt but that of late musical affairs Pave been experiencing 
a decided slump. There are signs, however, that in t bi- 
cycle of things a prosperous era is again returning, and in 
the near future we can look forward to having at McGill 
just as efficient a Glee Club ami Orchestra as was ever in 
College. 

Meanwhile, we wish to urge on everyone the necessity of 
thinking over the matter of a song book, and the means by 
which a new one on up-to-date lines can he secured at the 
earliest possible date. We would recommend that the va- 
rious musical organizations lose no time in appointing a 
committee to give this matter most thorough consideration. 
Wo might even venture to suggest that the affair is of suf- 
ficient importance to merit the Attention of the Students*
